Broadway Property Worth '$60,080 


a Year Loft Idle for Many 


Yeara. 


New York Journal. 


There are located on the west side of Broad- 


way, below Houston street, two capacious 
five-story buildings that have stood idle for 
twenty years. They have been the wonder 
of the unrioupj and the bane of Broadway 
merchants for fifteen years of that time. 
They loom up like a brace of dismal grave- 
stones, casting a melancholy shadow upon 
the thrift about them, and have been of in- 
calculable injury to the properties adjoining 
and to the business interests of the neighbor- 
hood. Enterpi ismg tnen in New York and 
other cities have tried in vain to secure the 
stores for mercantile business, and>eal-cstate 
men have longsince discontinued their efforts 
to negotiate with their eccentric owner. 
Strange noises have not infrequently been 
heard to proe»od from the upper stories of 
those gloomy buildings, and there is a popular 
sujieiitition that they have been taken pos- 
session of by the ghosts. 


Mr. Beabury Brewster, the reputed owner, 


has an oBico on the second floor of the upper 
of the two stores, and, until recently, when 
ho expended ?20,000 in having the buildings 
repaired, is the only human being who has 
ci ossod the Broadway sills in twenty years. 


"What is the reason," asked an old friend 


of Bretvster's, the other day., "that you don't 
lent tlioso b»dding9?" 


"Can't," was Brewster's laconic reply. 
"But you wero offered 823,000 apiece for 


thorn tho other day." 


"I know it, but ?25,000 isn't enough." 
It is generally supposed, for there is really 


nothing known of him, that Mr. Browstor is 
a man of great wealth, and that the vast 
piopei ty which ho possesses is his by inherit- 
ance. He is the brother of Lymau Browster, 
who distinguished himself in the European cap- 
itals as a dentist of marvelous skill. Lyrnan 
Broswter como to Now York from £?ew Eng- 
land, and wns> the inventor of a process for 
extracting teeth without pain. 
Having 


amassed considerable money, he went to 
Europe and for a time located in Paris, where 
he achieved celebrity and wealth by extract- 
ing tho teeth of Napoleon III. Through the 
Rothschilds, whose teeth he plugged for two 
generations, hs was introduced to the royalty 
of Russia, and enjoyed the distinction of 
being tho only man who dared to tickle the 
gums of the prince of the Romanoffs. Ho 
was meduled by King William, courted by 
Bismarck, Von Molike and McMahon, and 
bejeweled by the magnificent, Napoleon. Ho 
was twice married, and by each wife had an 
interesting family of sons. 


In 1836, about the year in which his brother 


was creating havoc among the crowned heads 
abroad, Seabury Brewster, tho story runs, 
came to New York and assumed the secre- 
taryship of tho Maryland mining company. 
He was thon regarded as one of the band- 
bomostmen in Now York. Tall, erect, of 
magmlicont physique and commanding pro- 
s-lien, ho was a veritable Apollo, ond though 
•vvooed up the fairest belles of the metropolis 
continued and still continues a bachelor. 


Din ing all these years Mr. Browster has 


been a guost of the New York hotel, having 
fii^t registered there when the "hostlerie" 
was presidixl over by the original and con- 
vivial Cranston. He has always had the one 
place at table, and it is sold of him that his 
regularity at meals has been the means of 
wearing out five solid chairs. Though verg- 
ing upon his 70th year he retains unmistaka- 
ble traces of his early manly beauty, and 
thoso who have observed him while in repose 
have been struck by the faresemblence he 
bears to the Central park statute of Daniel 
Wobstor. Ho is represented as a man of pro- 
digious appetite and magnificent digestion, 
and notwithstanding his ability to refuse an 
income of $50,000 from the Broadway proper- 
ty, is said to be exceedingly economical. His 
principal, indeed his only ostensible recrea- 
tion is a weekly visit to Coney island, and on 
this occasion he will sit at the end of tho iron 
pier and gaze vacantly at tho rolling surf for 
hours. 


Upon returning to the hotel after dissipa- 


tion of this character, he will regale the 
guests with an account of his financial ex- 
periences. 


"If you want to have a good time and not 


waste any money," said he, the other day, 
"you 
go ciown to tho island by boat, look at 


the ocean, and take a little walk. On your 
way back stop at (naming the place) and get 
a cnp of coffee. I recommend this place be- 
cause tho coffee is good and the price is only 
7 cents. At other places you would have to 
pay 10 cents. Don't buy an excursion ticket 
on the boat, but come back on the cars. In 
tins way you will save 3 cents. That is the 
way 1 do when I take a day for pleasure, and 
that's what I recommend to those who want 
to have a good timo 014 small monoy." 


A few years ago Lyman Brewster died 


abroad, and it is generally supposed that he 
bequeathed his' American interests to his 
brother, Seabury. 


Bo this as it may, the buildings Nos. 027 and 


R3!> Broadway stand vacant, and have so re- 
mained for twenty years. It has been esti- 
mated by careful business men that tho 
moneys thus wasted aggregate $5,000,000. 


Every effort to solve the enigma which has 


resulted in such prodigal waste has failed, 
and as long as the taxes are paid upon the 
proj>erties, or until Mi. Brewster shall have 
Iieen gathered unto his fatuers, it is not prob- 
able that the veil will bo lifted from the mys- 
tery. Upon every other subject Mr. Broivt,ter 
is communicative, even voluble. 
His face is 


round, ami his complexion ruddy, and the 
silvery ring in his laughter is familiar to the 
patrons of the New York hotel. 
He has 


weathered the tempestuous overtures of many 
an ambitious would-be mother-in-law, and po- 
litely declined the offer of his brother's influ- 
ence in effecting a matrimonial alliance with 
royalty. He was recently, it is said, notified 
by tho building commission that his prop- 
Bity adjoining tho Prcscott house was dan- 
gerous to the life of pedestrians. The rats, 
it is said, had eaten their way through tho 
rusted iron. 
At an expense of $15,000 Mr. 


Brewstor repaired the property. 


Merchants doing business near the Broad- 


way houses complain that they are suffering 
heavily, and that the appearance of the 
neighborhood is driving 
trade from tho 


ioors. 


One old gentleman, a banker, and as near a 


friend to Mr. Brewster as any he has, says 
that tho eccentric millionaire seems to be con- 
tinually struggling with some suppressed 
emotion, and that when he can't sustain the 
suppression any longer, a wondering commu- 
nity will be given the key to the famous 
"Broadway puzzle."

•

Qhc'^ra has prevaifeA -in India 


since ttie great pilgrimages, which 
4afe place on April 12 of every year, 
notably at Madras and Bombay. The 
following quotation from the British 
Medical Journal of June 9, 1883, 
will ercplain its origin in part: 
"The 


principal part of the food of the pil- 
grims is furnished by the priests and 
temple cooks, and all are obliged to 
partake of some of it, as it is regard 
ed as sacred, and eating of it forms 
part of the ceremonies. . 


"In connection with the recent 


prevalence of cholera in Madras the 
following facts concerning tho feed- 
ing itrrangements of the pilgrims 
may l>e of interest: These people de- 
pend almost entirely for their meals 
upon the temple 'Prasadnm,' or food 
which, from a sanitary point of view, 
is far from satisfactory. 
One part of 


this meal is composed of sand and 
grit and remnants of ("obnoxious in- 
sects. 
The prasadnm proper is 


composed of unboiled or half-boiled 
rice, not cleared of bran, gravel or 
grit, iind cakes are made of the same 
sort of material, in addition to old, 
rancid .and rotten gee, or melted 
butter. 
The cakes are Kept for some 


days before they are consumed. 
It 


is obligatory on the part of every 
pilgrim to eat a portion of this sa- 
cred prasadum on account of its be- 
ing a a offering to the Deity; and it 
is sacrilege on tho part of any one to 
examine or criticise it, while it is 
blasphemy to say that it is bad. 
The 


very few who attempt to cook their 
food only get articles such as to 
cause diarrhea 
even 
among the 


strongest. 
The water used by a ma- 


jority of tho pilgrims is from a tank 
which has been used by the pilgrims 
for years for 
washing, bathing, 


drinking and other purposes. An 
examination of several samples of 
tho holy food was made by the Dep- 
uty Commissioner, Surgeon Major 
Price, M. D. Some he described as 
disgusting in tho extreme; others 
were better, but all are utterly unfit 
for human food, and likely to 
pro- 


duce sickness if used as such. 
Some 


of the samples might make food for 
cattlo; but he can hardly credit that 
human beings could, be found to 
masticate and digest it." 


It has also been rather a puzzle to 


sanitarians to account for the 
out- 


break of cholera in Egypt during 
tbe English occupancy of that coun- 
try. 
The disease was well known to 


prevail in Bombay, but the English 
merchant steamships and sailing- 
vesst Is are under such good sanitary 
suparvision, and the stamping out of 
cholera is so well understood, that 
few f upposed the disease would be 
allowed to slip through; but it seems 
that the English Egyptian Sanitary 
Board has been thoroughly disor- 
ganized.

Tho story is 
that when part of the Mate was inhabited 
by Indians there was a trader among the 
Usages who had amassed quite a little for- 
tune, which he kept about him in gold. 
He became sick, 
and shortly before he 


died hi> buried his treasures, amounting

$50,000. 
His 
wealth 
had

magnified, 
and 
stories 


of 
its 
fabulous 
amount 
were 


told after his death, but these 
soon died 


out, and the trader and bis money were for- 
goited in tbe exciting events of those days.

It was road at 
tl?e close of the address by Mr. Lowber 
Burrows and adopted: 


The citizens of Decatur and Macon 


oouuty, realizing to the fullest extent the 
loss they have sustained in tho death of 
Gen. Jesse H. Moore, desire tn give ex- 
pression to their feelings in this formal 
manner. In his life and public career we 
locognize those qualities of bead and 
heart which seldom fail to single men out 
f i oin among the masses and serve to make 
tbera leaders of their fellows, llis title 
to distinction rested upon no happy con- 
junction of events—no lucky combination 
of circumstances—but upon a natiye 
ability that had been carefully and syste- 
matically cultivated, a force of character 
that, never allowed him to lag in the rear, 
un integrity that is sure to bring its just 
rewaid, and a love o£ country and of 
humanity winch the most stolid observer 
could not but admire and applaud. Pos- 
sessing these qualities in au eminent de- 
gree, as he did, his prominence through a 
long and active life was no accident, but 
a logical sequence—the natural result of 
forceful endowments aided by methodical 
and industrious effort. 
He has many 


claims upon our grateful remembrance, 
whether we consider him as a gallant 
soldier, nu efficient public officer, or mere- 
ly as a private citizen, but we most love 
to dwell iipon the fact that he was a pure, 
honorable, high-minded man, whose re- 
ligion cloaked no private vices, whose 
patriotism was altogether unselfish, and 
whose public nets were gauged by the 
same strict rules of probity which con 
trolled his everyday life among his neigh 
bors. It does not become us to intrude 
upon the sacred precincts of his home 
life, but it is a pleasure to us to remem- 
ber that he was a model of conjugal and 
fatherly affection, and that he exhibited 
in that relation the same noble qualities 
which challenge our admiration in the 
more public phases o£ his career. To 
those afflicted ones who mourn him with 
a grief that we cannot approach, and 
whos.e love for him springs from more 
tender sources than ourft, we can only 
offer the poor solace of our sympathy, 
nnd hope that their grief may be in some 
degree softened by the knowledge that 
the mystery of death has madeusmoie 
nearly akin to them, in that it has made 
us mourn over the same grave. 


Finally, we desire to place upon record 


our high appreciation of the many ster- 
ling virtues which made Gen. Moore c 
man of mark wheiever he was placed, and 
our profound regret that his life could 
not have closed among the friends who 
loved him so well and honored him so 
highly, in the state upon whose history 
he had conferred so much renown.

MEXICAN POTTERY. 


Queer Images and Designs on Exhibition 


at the Palmea Soap Works. 


Yesterday a BBTUBLKIAN reporter visi- 


ted B. Z. Taylor & Co.'s famous Mexican 
Palmea Toilet Soap Works, and while 
there was shown a rare and costly collec- 
tion ot qneerly shaped Mexican pottery 
selected by Mr. B. Z. Taylor on a recent 
visit to Santa Fe, where he created quite 
a sensation among the natives nnd resi- 
dent Americans by introducing large 
quantities of his toilet soap. The pottery 
embraces about 25 different figures, fash- 
ioned after human forms, animals, birds 
and reptiles, and all rudely streaked with 
paint by hand. Some of these are useful, 
but a majority are simply for ornaments. 
Eastern people visiting Mexico never fail 
to purchase a collection and send them 
home as mementoes of their trip.
